Mrs. Rhoades tearfully admitted 
tho girl died more than four years 
ago and her body had been kept 
for more than a year in the hope 
she would be resurrected through 
powers of the cult. For more than 
a year after Miss Rhoads' death on 


preserved in Ice. the foster mother 
said. 
Although a preliminary examina- 


tion failed to produce anything in- 
dicating the girl had met a violent 
death, Captain B. W. Thomason of 
the police voiced the theory her 
life had been sacrlfied in opera- 
tions of the cult. 
Police suspicion was directed to 
the Rhoades home after two other 
members of the cult, Mrs. Otis 
Blackburn, the "high 
priestess,"

The dogs had been pets of the 
dead girl, and, according to "the 
story told by Mrs. Rhoades, repres- 
ented the seven tones of Gabriel's 
trumpet, which the cultists expected 
to proclaim "resurrection morn."

SHEPPARD SEEKS 
AMENDMENT FEDERAL 


LIOJMMEASURE 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 7. —Wh- 
Amendment of the Volstead act to 
make the purchase of intoxicating 
liquor for beverage purposes pro- 
hibited under law was proposed in 
a bill introduced today by Senator 
Sheppard, democrat, Texas, spons- 
or of the Eighteenth amendment. 
Senator 
Sheppard's 
proposal 
would make the purchaser equally 
punishable with the manufacturer 
or seller of intoxicants. He said 
the amendment was necessary be- 
cause of a recent court decision 
which held the purchaser not liable 
in connection with an act of trans- 
portation. 
The Texan said he had been un- 
der the impression the purchaser 
of liquor 
for beverage purposes 


was punishable in connection with 
an act of transportation, but that 
the decision made it advisable de- 
finitely to prohibit purchase by the 
terms of the Volstead act. 
The Sheppard resolution goes to 
the judiciary committee with lit- 
tle prospect of action at the spec- 
ial session. 
Last winter the Jones law mak- 
ing severer 
penalties 
for pro- 
hibition violations was passed, but 
republican leaders 
have 
given 
notice no legislation aside from 
the pending tariff bill will be 
undertaken during the extra ses- 
sion. 
When the regular term opens 
in December, President Hopver is 
expected to forward recommenda- 
tions for reorganization 
of the 
prohibition service and there is 
a possibility at that time that the 
Texas senator's proposal will re- 
ceive consideration. 


Voicing the opinion that the law 


violation situation in Navarro coun- 
ty at the present time was better 
than usual, Judge Hawkins Scar- 
borough of the thirteenth Judicial 
district court Monday morning for- 
mally opened the October term and 
empanelled a grand jury. However, 
the court, made It plain that there 
was still plenty of vaw violations 
and he admonished the investiga- 
tors to inquire Into the violations 
of the laws in Navarro county dil- 
igently. He declared that it was the 
duty of the grand jury to inquire 
into all law violations. 
Judge Scarborough said that the 
liquor violations situation in Na- 
varro county was in as good a con- 
dition at the present time as at 
any time since prohibition became 
a lew, but that there were numer- 
ous violations of that statute.

showing how whiskey was classed 
as intoxicating, while the

is commonly known as "beer." Be- 
fore a conviction can be secured 
on "beer" transactions, the state 
must have the "beer" analyzed or 
prove that it is intoxicating.

Speaking concerning the return- 


Ing of bills of indictment, Judge 
Scarborough said that In the event 
that members of the grand jury 
would not vote to send a man to 
the penitentiary on the evidence 
submitted to the grand jury, when 
only one" side of the case was pre- 
sented, that It was a safe rule to 
follow that a petit jury on the trial 
of the case would not convict a man 
when both sides were presented. 
The court also called the attention 
of the investigators to inquire In- 
to allegedly 'bawdy" houses and 
gambling.

Culminating Childhood and Youth 


Week, which has 
been observed 
during the past week, H. D. Fillers, 
superintendent 
of the Corsicana 


jubiic schools, addressed the fath- 
ers and mothers of the city in the 
religious education building of the 
First 
Methodist church 
Friday 
night, choosing as his subject "Pow- 
!r." A musical program arranged 
3y Boyce Martin, consisted of 
a 


jeautiful piano solo by Miss Kath- 
erine Treadwell, and a greatly ap- 
preciated violin solo, presented by 
Mrs. Finis Farr. 
\ 


The meeting was opened by the 


singing of "O Worship the King," 
which was followed by a prayer by 
3r. F. P. Culver, pastor of the First 
Methodist church, and another song 
'What a Friend-" Van W. Harrcll, 
assistant pastor of the Methodist 
church, announced 
the 
annual 
Standard Training School would 
begin Sunday, Oct. 13. 
Beginning his address, Mr. Fil- 
ers stated there were some very re- 
markable events down through the 
ages that may be pointed to now, 
and from which conclusions that 
affect the present day civilization 
may be drawn. One struggle that 
man has made through the ages 
and upon which the present day 
civilization Is based -Is the discov- 
ery and development of power. 
"Power" Is Discussed. 
"Power," Mr. Fillers 
declared, 
'was first used for man's protec- 
tion, to carry his burdens, and to 
secure his food, In the way of kill- 
ing game. 
The colossal 
building 
carried on by the Egyptians 
was 
done by man power. Authorities on 
the subject show that men first be- 
came leaders, capturing other men, 
making slaves of them, and then 
making the slaves do tho work of 
building the great Egyptian pyra- 
mids." 


When man turned his efforts to- 
ward the sea, the speaker explain- 
ed he still made use of the captur- 
ed man power, to propel his ships 
iy use of galley slaves. The use of 
steam, as a means of doing manual 
labor waa first 
conceived in the 


•nind of tho Englishman, Watt. 
Now we are using the same prin- 
ciple of Watt's first steam engine 
io turn the wheels of Industry, and 
-o carry on our commerce. Later, 
:he internal combustion engine was 
invented, and now with improve- 
ments made upon the old principle, 
our aeroplanes and automobiles are 
run, 
both of which tend to affect 


our morals for good and for evil. 
Likewise electricity was discovered 
and has been developed into a com- 
modity without which the present 
day world could not conveniently 
exist" 


Whole World Changed. 
"It Is through the application of 
these sources of potential energy 
that our nations have been devel- 
oped to the extent that they are 
today," Mr. Fillers stated. "The 
application of them has changed the 
entire aspect of our social and re- 
ligious lives. I think the greatest 
source of energy for the betterment 
of mankind is the human life when 
directed in the right channels. The 
greatest contributions to humanity 
have been given to the world by 
personalities, and not by machin- 
ery," Mr. Fillers declared. 


"The most spectacular figure In 
history is that of Alexander 
the 
Great," Mr. Fillers said. It was ho 
who directed great armies in cam- 
paigns, and who was the dread of 
all whom he marched against. His 
was a glamorous beginning, that 
may be contrasted with the humble 
entrance of Jesus Christ into the 
world." Mr. Fillers pointed out the 
ultimate ending of Christ and Alex- 
ander the Great, which terminated 
conversely. 


Contrast In Lives. 
In the short duration of Jesus' 


life, ho said words which liberate 
power, that becomes more intensi- 
fied as the ages go by. On the oth- 
er hand, the speaker said, aside 
from being mentioned in history as 
a great man, Alexander's life leaves 
no lasting Impression on the minds 
of men. "The conclusion that we 
may draw from the lives of these 
two men is that the life of the man 
who deals with 
material 
things 


loses its glamor as it gets older," 
Mr. Fillers pointed out. 
Ho said 
that the man who lives a life of 
service, such as that of Jesus Christ, 
that leads men to build great cath- 
edrals,' and to worship in His name, 
and to delve into the meaning of 
His words, is much better than one 
who deals solely 
with material 


things, and Is forgotten soon after 
he dies. There is no one and there 
will never be one whose life serves 
to Inspire the professions 
of the 


world as does tho life of Christ. 


Unlike material things which di- 


minish when drawn upon, the good 
things men do become more In- 


j tense as they are expended, \vhila 
j the bad in men's lives soon 
be- 


comes exhausted. No happiness is 
found In the consumption of mater- 
ial power, unless directed in 
the 


right channels /or good purposes, 
the speaker stated. 


In conclusion Mr. Fillers declar- 


ed th-;t the world would do well to

Former Corslcanan Speaks 


W. P. McCammon, president of 


the Corsicana board of education, 
Introduced Sam H. Whitley, stating 
that the educator was a member of 
the Corsicana high school teaching 
corps for several years.

'Teacher as an Organizer," he stat- 
ed that the work of the teacher In 
the school was divided into five 
phases that of organization, train- 
ing instruction, management, and 
discipline. "It is a great thing for 
the teacher to bring about a com- 
plete organization of, the school, 
but it is of greater importance that 
the teacher herself become organ- 
ized In the matter of time spent on 
iach subject taught," he said. 
Some 
common sense 
factors 


which should be taken Into con- 
sideration 
when organizing the 
school activities as pointed .-jut by 
the speaker 
were 
to 
combine 


work and recreation In an intelli- 
gent way; to sea that nil fr.ri.orB 
conducive to the comfort of the 
children as proper, heating, light- 
ing and ventilation were correct; 
and that the teacher have a good 
undersandinr; of human nature and 
confidence in one's own ability. 
The American common school is 


the greatest 
institution 
In 
the 


world, the speaker declared, It Is 
the melting pot of the American 
people with representatives from 
all nations becoming American- 
ized In the school system. 
The 
machinery of the school must not 
stifle the aims of the common 
school which are health and sani- 
tation, knowledge, mental discip- 
line and skill; culture and refine- 
ment; and happiness to be derived 
from school work; Dr, Whitley 
said. 
The course of study must 
be 
mentioned in the discussion of or- 
ganization he said, nnd should be 
given careful consideration by the 
teacher in arranging the program 
for the year. 


Good Boarding Places. 
Of secondary importance in the 


organization of school work la the 
obaining of a good boarding place 
where there are no cares to de- 
tract from school activities, a care- 
ful survey of the community in 
which the teacher Is to work, in- 
ispection of the school house and 
I the maerials with which to work, 
and least but not last, is the val- 
ue to make a good start, Dr. Whit 
ley stated. 
In closing, he commened brief- 
ly on the subject of classification, 
grading 
and 
promotion, saying 


that these subjects are deserving 
of careful consideration on the part 
of tho teacher, recommending the 
use of test and measurements to 
tetcrmlne the place of the child in 
school, hut warned against the ab- 
solute dependence on these.

In conclusion, the speaker stated 
that it was the aim of the associ- 
ation to organize a Parent Teach- 
ers Association in each school and 
wished for the teachers a very suc- 
cessful year.

CANON CITY, Colo., Oct.4. (AP)—One of the blopd- 


1 iest prison mutinies in the nation's history, which claim- 
1 ed the lives of seven guards and five convicts, ended at 


the Colorado state penitentiary here this morning when 
the four ring leaders of the uprising committed sui- 
cide. 


, 
Four leaders, barricaded with more than 150 other 


- convicts in cell house number 3, surrounded by troops, 
police and prison guards, and hopelessly outnumbered, 
first killed a wounded comrade and then fired bullets 
into their own brains. 


The other convicts then surrendered and were marchr 


ed out of the cell house just at sunrise. 


The mutiny left in its wake a list of .twelve known 


dead, and as many wounded, some of whom may die. 
Four of the dead were prison 
guards, disarmed and slaughtered 
inside the cell house to emphasize 
the convicts' demand for unmolest- 
ed freedom. Warden Francis E. 
Crawford, who declined all offers 
to parley with the prisoners, was 
himself wounded during one of the 
attacks on the cell block. 
National guard troops and police 
details from four Colorado cities 
fired more than 7,000 rounds of 
ammunition 
Into 
the 
convicts 
stronghold during the night. The 
battle was marked by two attempts 
to dynamite the cell house walls, 
one blast breaking all the windows, 
but failing to 
the masonry.. 
a breach in 


In all, seven prison guards were 
killed, three at the outbreak of 
rioting Thursday morning and four 
more during the night. 
Those killed in the early rioting 
were Roy Brown, Walter Rinker, 
and Elmer G. Edwin. 
Those slaughtered- Jn the cell 
house were John G. Elles, Robert 
A. Wiggins, Charles Shepherd and 
John W. McClelland. 
' The convict dead Included Dan- 
ny Daniels, who led the rioting and 
acted as executioner of the guards, 
Charles Davis, A. H. Davis, George 
(Red) Riley. and James Fardue. 
Slay Wounded Comrade 


• .Pardue was wounded In the ab- 
domen during the early rioting. 
He was removed to cell house 
number 3 by the other cdnvicts. He 
was found this morning with a 
bullet through his head, fired by 
one of the other convicts to end 
bis suffering. 
Three of the other ring leaders 
were found dead in the same cell,

Riot Comes to End 


At Dawn Friday 


CANON CITY, Colo., Oct 4.—VPh- 
A definite end of the sensational 
riot at the Colorado state peniten- 
tiary came today just after a crip 
gray dawn broke over the mutiny- 
racked institution. The beseiged 
convicts, more than 150 of them, 
walked fro mcell house No. 3 in 
orderly fashion, their hands high 
*«er their heads. 
•Ji"Exodus of the convicts followed 
'immediately on receipt of news that 
I the ringleaders of the 
rebellion 
'/which took the lives of at 
least 
thirteen men 
and resulted 
In 
wounds to five had shot 
them- 
sejves during the early hours of 
the morning. 
Without opposition the guards 
swarmed into the enclosure about 
the cell house and surrounded the 
convicts. 
One of the guards who came out 
with the convicts said Danny Dan- 
lels, Major Davis and "Red" Riley, 
e of the known instigators of 
riot, had committed suicide. 
The end of the riot came after 
h4jr a day and a night of furiou* 


fighting during which guards, held 
hostage by the desperate prison- 
era,-were murdered when their d,e- 
mands to Warden Francis E. Craw- 
ford for safe conduct from the pris- 
on were refused. Dynamite, bar- 
rages of machine gun and rifle bul- 
lets and tear gas bombs, failed to 
vanquish the prisoners. 
Ringleaders Found Dead. 
Guards rushing Into the 
cell 
house today found the bodies of the 
ringleaders, dead apparently about 
two hours. It-was noted the rebel- 
lion had calmed about two hours 
before the prisoners marched from 
their stronghold. 
Fifteen feet Inside the door lay 
the body of one of the guards, kill- 
ed last night by Daniels, the con- 
victs said. A few feet 
further 
along lay the body of Daniels him- 
self, leader of the riot and known 
executioner o fat least three de- 
fenseless guards. 
The entering men came alsot up- 
on the bodies of James Pardue and 
Major Davis, other ringleaders. It 
was evident they had shot them- 
selves, the shots that killed them 
having been fired at close range, 
features of the dead mutineers were 
mutilated. 
The convicts had made provis- 
ions for a long siege. In one of the 
cells they had stacked 
25 huge 
loaves of prison bread. Two long 
butcher knives that might have 
been used as weapons were found 
nearby. 
Marvin Duncan stiU was alive 
when taken from his cell. He was 
removed to Holmes hospital. Pre- 
viously Duncan had ben numbered 
among the dead. 
Inside the building, the bodies of 
Charles Shepard and McClelland, 
guards held hostage, also 
were 


found. 
These two guards, It ap- 
peared, had been murdered when 
the rioting was at its height last 
night. Siepo Holds All Night. 
Throughout last night, 
flames 


flickered and smoke 
rolled from 
the buildings fired by the prison- 
ers. From every vantage point, the 
besiegers hastily called from near- 
by cities, poured bullets into the 
last stronghold' of the mutineers. 
But the 150 desperate men, desert 
ed by 200 other mutineers yester- 
day afternoon, battled on, Issuing 
demand after demand and making 
good their threat to murder their 
guard hostages 
if they, were not 


allowed freedom. 
It was conservatively estimated 
the attackers, composed of prison 
guards, police officers hastily sum- 
moned from other cities, volunteers 
and National Guardsmen, number- 
ed about 500 men. Within

house No. 3 were about 150 muti- 
neers,

against the besieging force. 
Blot Starts at Noon. 
The unprecedented mutiny broke 
out at noon when Jimmy Pardue, 
convicted bandit, shot J. G. Irwin, 
a guard, seized his gun and keys.

By midday, the riot was In 
full 
swing. Prisoners took possession 
of the arsenal and gained control 
of the prison.

Late In the afternoon a counter 
attack by massed guards resulted 
in the surrender of 200 prisoners 
who refused to continue the battlP. 
These were herded into the "bull

Following the refusal, the desper- 
ate convicts began a deadly'series 
of executions of their helpless pris- 
oners; Four 
defenseless guards 
were slain and their bodies were 
tossed from the windows of the cell 
house. 


Guards Bodies Thrown Out. 
The first guard shot was John 
Bills. He was thrown from 
the 


building while still living, and his 
body was borne from the enclosure 
by convicts designated by the ring- 
leaders. . He died soon afterward 
In a hospital. After that, one by 
one, 
three other guards were slain, 
and their bodies thrown from the 
building as the desperate convicts 
made good their threat to kill the 
hostages if their demands 
were 
not granted. One guard thus kill- 
ed was. Abe Biggins 
Wiggins' death was graphically 
described by John Shea, guard who 
carried his body from the front of

Warden Explains 


Position in Riot 


CANON CITY, Colo., Oct. 4.—W 
—Warden F. E. Crawford, of the 
Colorado state penitentiary today 
gave the reasons which led him to 
accept what was an apparent sacri- 
fice of the lives of prison guards in 
preference to capitulation to de- 
mands of the mutinous convicts. 
"We adopted 
the only course 


open," he said. "Any other course 
would have made only for further 
mutiny and Insurrection." 
His statement follows: 
"We need not say that the riot at 
the Colorado state penitentiary Is 
more than a regrettable incident. 
It was tragic In its conception and 
tragic in its consequences. 
The 


full import of the affair Is yet to 
be realized. 
"We feel, of course, that 
we 
adopted the only policy open to us 
under the circumstances. Out of 
-land, a half dozen desperate crim- 
inals cowed and terrorized the rest 
and delivered to the prison author- 
ties successive ultimatums threat- 
ening the murder of valued guards. 
To have capitulated to the demands 
would have been to have sacrificed 
all the guard* held prisoner by the 
convicts because these guards un- 
would have been klll- 
questionably 
ed In the brireak for liberty. 
They 
were to have been used as a human 
shield for the escaping criminals. 
We could not compromise. . 
"We adopted the only course open 


;o us and we know It will contri- 
jute to law and order, whereas the 
other would only have made . for 
further mutiny and Insurrection."

ASSOCIATION HERE 


MRS. A. F. WOOD PRINCIPAL 
SPEAKER AT COUNTY MEET- 


ING FRIDAY 


Bv JOHN SAM HASLAM 
Mrs.' A. F. Wood, of Athena, 


vice-president of the State Par- 
ent-Teachers association was the 
principal speaker at a meeting 
of county P. T. A. members, held 
In the religious educational build- 
ing of the First Methodist church 
Friday morning. Mrs. Wood lec- 
tured on the objectives, guiding 
principles of the association, and 
work that is accomplished by the 
organization, 
and 
conducted 
a 


round-table discussion of how to 
meet situations that arise and the 


ways of Improving the local groups. 
Representatives of parent-teach- 
ers associations from Navarro, Mil- 
dred, Potty's Chapel, Powell, Em- 
house, Rlchland and several local 
school organizations were present. 
Organization and leadership train- 
ing were taken up at the meeting 
Friday afternoon. 
Beginning her lecture, Mrs. Wood 
states the P. T. A. was organized 
in Washington In 1897, by Mrs. 
Burney. Unlike other similar as- 
sociations that have grown to such 
extensive proportions, the P. T. A. 
began as a national movement, and 
branched out Into the states, cit- 
ies, and smaller communities. 


Child Welfare Objective. 
The primary object of the asso- 


cialon, is the promotion of child 
welfare. Mrs. Wood stated there 
were other groups dealing with 
child welfare, but they have oth- 
er interests aside from that, but 
child work Is the one objective 
toward which the P. T. A. lends 
Its efforts. Other objects toward 
which the association works are 
raising the standards of child home 
life; more adequate legislation to 
secure safety to woman and child- 
ren; 
co-operation between schools 


and parents; raise the plane of 
public opinion toward schools, and 
to give the right kind of public- 
ity to the association. 
The lecturer pointed out it Is 
Imperative to have co-operation be- 
tween the home and schools, and 
l uniformity of Ideals between all 
parents, whether their children go 
to the same schools or not. "The 
one objective toward which they 
all work is to improve the condi- 
tions under which their children 
are going to school," she declar- 
ed. Another object to . which they 
work is to promote activities, and 
give the parents a real concise 
view of the inside workings of the 
schools, and to correct age-old mis- 
interpreted ideas of the doings of 
schools. 


Alms of Organization. 


Mrs. 
Wood stated the P. T. A. 
organization had well rounded oro- 
grams and study child welfare In 
order to correct bad 
influences 
which surround many children, and 
to promote state and national legis- 
lation which affects the schools and 
children directly. She stated they 
secure the co-operation of other 
children's 
organizations 
without 
losing the P. T. A.'s Identity, and 


to build a united state, nation, and 
community, that works for the ex- 
pressed purpose of betterment of 
children's educational facilities. 
The guiding principle of the as- 
sociation is to work hand In hand 
with the schools, but not to be- 
come a ladies aid society to them. 
That the organization is conducted 
in a democratic way Is shown by 
the fact that policies pursued are 
determined by the group 
as a 


whole. It is necessary, though, Mrs. 
Wood pointed out, that the offi- 
cers should be trained in the work 
by a state or national course of 
Instruction. Other guiding princi- 
ples are shown by the fact that 
there are no social or sectarian 
distinctions; it does not 
set 
a 
standard sect which the members 
are forced to follow. It is against 
the national policies for any group 
to endorse a set of books, or any- 
thing for which they receive mon- 
etary enumeration, by using the 
P. T. A. name. Mrs. Wood stated it 
would be all right for an,individ- 
ual member to endorse anything, 
but they must not use the P. T. A. 
name for commercial purposes. 


Association Growing. 
The lecturer stated the asso- 


ciation was rapidly assuming in- 
ternational proporlons and 
that 
foreign nations are studying new 
§olicies used In the United States. 
he said the colored schools are 


becoming Interested in the move- 
ment and and organizing -bodies 
which assist in raising the stand- 
ards of colored schools. Mrs. Wood 
pointed out there are 22 co-oper- 
ative agencies which are willing 
to help the P. T. A. in such 
things as improving sanitary con- 
ditions, improving the school-child's 
attitude toward music, are ajid lit- 
erature. 


The Parent-Teachers associations 
throughout the nation 
are con- 
stantly making surveys of local 
needs, setting standards of perfec- 
tion to which they might work, 
and then correcting the defaults. 
Among these they better school 
needs by public taxation, Improve 
the public opinions or sdhool activ- 
ities, show the parents the inside 
workings of schools, and 
train 
themselves to be able to meet 
any emergencies that may arise. 
By making a thorough study of 
mental and social conditions they 
are enabled to lessen the number 
of children of school age, being sent 


to state eleemosynary institutions, 
and 
giving them all a social 


equjality. Co-operating with agen- 
cies -which work to Improve the 
school-child's health, the Parent- 
Teachers are assisting In this 
branch of school activities. 
The morning session was closed 
with a round-table discussion of 
matters that arise in local organi- 
zations.
